Bond to guarantee Grant's 
appearance in Circuit Court was 
set at $30,000, and he remained 
in custody.

Nunnelee said there was a 
head wound from the center of 
the forehead down to the jaw 
and “it was evident several of 
the teeth were missing, and 
tissue of the jaw was beaten to a 
pulp.” He also described four 
puncture wounds - stab wounds, 
he said - in the area of the chest. 
One went through the heart 
and one punctured the lung. The 
head injury or either of the stab 
wounds was capable of causing 
death, Nunnelee said. 
Dr. Ahlvin performed the 
autopsy. 
He said the head 
wounds could have been suf­ 
ficient to cause death, but that 
the probable actual cause of 


aeaui was tne stab wound to the 
heart. 
He testified that it was his 
guess, based on his training and 
experience, that Mrs. Johnson 
received the blows to the face 
first. He said he believed the 
stab in the heart to be the lethal 
blow because there was little 
bleeding around it. 
The time between the head 
injuries and the stabbings would 
have to have been fairly close 
together, Dr. Ahlvin said under 
cross-examination, 
since the 
head injuries alone would have 
been lethal in time. 
Nunnelee 
pronounced 
her 
dead at the scene about 9:50 
a.m. July 8. No time of death 
was stated, but it was observed

He 
said the rebate could be ex­ 
empted without changing any 
of the state’s tax forms, and he 
has drawn up a rebate ex­ 
emption bill for possible sub­ 
mission in the session, sched­ 
uled to begin next Monday. 
Under Cason’s proposed bill, 
the federal rebate would be 
eliminated as taxable state in­ 
come. 
The Indian Summer session 
has been called to give the leg­ 
islature time to re-enact the 
one-half cent sales tax for mass 
transportation in St. Louis and 
Kansas City. 
Bond has rejected the idea of 
the tax rebate’s being included 


in the special session, saying 
that if the General Assembly 
wanted to exempt the rebate, it 
should have done so last April 
during the regular session. He 
also said Missouri could not do 
without the $4 million which 
would be lost by the state not 
taxing the rebate. 
“He says it would cost the 
state $4 million to do away with 
the state tax but he fails to 
point (Hit that the rebate repre­ 
sents a windfall for our hard- 
pressed taxpayers, even though 
a small one,” Cason said.

‘It’s a v ery 
profitable bu siness, and it’s 
going to get more profitable as 
the law gets tou gher,’ say s Pau l

At great cost and effort, the 
U.S. is well on the way to 
establishing a highly -efficient, 
technologically -

merchant marine capable of 
competing on a fair basis with 
the ships of any nation for 
cargoes mov ing in international 
trade on regu larly -schedu led 
rou tes. The carriers sailing 
these rou tes operate within a 
rate stru ctu re cov ering the 
entire range of commodities 
mov ing in trade and deemed 
equ itable to both shippers and 
shipping lines.

The situ ation has becomes 
so seriou s that the head of the 
American Institu te of Merchant 
Shipping has warned that su ch 
predatory rate cu tting cou ld 
driv e U.S. cargoliners off the 
high seas in certain trades. As

In this case, the initials stand for 
“Life Sciences Div ision.” Its 
specialists collect and analy ze 
intelligence on the health of 
world leaders.

their 
intimate 
knowledge abou t the state of 
Brezhnev ’s gu ms, howev er, they 
hav e not been able to pin down 
the tru th abal his health. His life 
is fat with ru mors abou t his 
ailments, bu t the facts hav e 
been elu siv e.

The Kremlin kingpin shows 
sy mptoms, 
apparently , 
of 
hav ing been treated with cor­ 
tisone. This is a hormone u sed to 
combat any nu mber of ailments, 
inclu ding leu kemia, arthritis, 
rheu matic fev er, gou t and it­ 
ching. 
He 
cou ld 
be 
afflicted, 
therefore, with any thing from 
terminal cancer to the sev en- 
y ear itch. In the flesh, he ap­ 
pears qu ite fit. Bu t some in­ 
telligence analy sts, going (Hit on 
a limb, hav e predicted his health 
soon will force him to retire. 
Only three solid facts hav e 
been established: (1) he su ffers 
from hangov ers; (2) he has a 
qu easy stomach; and (3) he is 
plagu ed with horrendou s dental 
problems. 
Brezhnev ’s fondness for v odka 
has been known to the CIA for 


y ears. Indeed, the CIA has 
established indispu tably that he 
sometimes shows u p in the 
Kremilin the worse for the past 
night’s party ing. 
To reliev e his woes on these 
occasions, he likes to stop off at 
a health spa near a corner of the 
Kremlin, a spot the Sov iet 
hierarchy calls the “clinic.” 
There, he may take a steam 
bath or get a ru bdown from a 
fav orite masseu se.

sconced for 18 hou rs before 
beginning official ceremonies.

(SET ITAL) are (END ITAL) 
some classified CIA docu ments. 
For ex ample, there is one which 
reports on the power in ou r 
nation’s silos - the ones loaded 
with grain, not with trigger-

The maritime labor chiefs 
cou ld hav e stalled the grain 
shipments easily enou gh despite 
the u proar, had Gleason giv en 
the signal. And they cou ld hav e 
picketed some 100 general cargo 
Sov iet and Polish freighters in 42 
American ports now open to the 
USSR and East bloc’s shipping 
tru sts. 


Bu t the dockwallopers waited 
for the White Hou se call.

The proliferation of high-rise buildings in recent years 
has been causing disputes between owners of the 
multistory buildings and nearby residents and lan­ 
downers over the “right to sunshine.” 
Sunshine is important to the Japanese for more than 
aesthetic reasons. Because their homes are lightly built 
and uninsulated, they need as much sun as they can get 
in the chilly wintertime. And in these days of rapidly 
rising fuel costs, there is an actual monetary value at­ 
tached to the amount of sunlight one’s home receives.

been formed to explit the new 
high-profit market, they say. 
Bureau of Alcohol agents in St. 
Louis last May uncovered a big, 
well-organized, three-state ring 
after buying 18 guns that had 
been reported stolen. ‘It’s a very 
profitable business, and it’s

Brezhnev’s dental secrets, it 
seems, are fully known to the 
Central 
Intelligence Agency.

the 
fascinating 
details 
(smoking apparently caused the 
blood vessels in his gums to 
constrict, thus producing the 
pain) are on file in the Cl A’s 
“LSD Office.” 
This office has nothing to do, 
we hasten 
to add, with the 
controversial drug that the CIA 
has fed to unsuspecting victims. 
In this case, the initials stand for 
“Life Sciences Division.” Its 
specialists collect and analyze 
intelligence 
on the health of 
world leaders. 
For 
all their 
intimate 
knowledge about the state of 
Brezhnev’s gums, however, they 
have not been able to pin down 
the truth aboil his health. His life 
is fat with rumors about his 
ailments, but the facts have 
been elusive. 
# 
The Kremlin kingpin shows 
symptoms, 
apparently, 
of 
having been treated with cor­ 
tisone. This is a hormone used to 
combat any number of ailments, 
including leukemia, arthritis, 
rheumatic fever, gout and it­ 
ching. 
He 
could 
be 
afflicted, 
therefore, with anything from 
terminal cancer to the seven- 
year itch. In the flesh, he ap­ 
pears quite fit. But some in­ 
telligence analysts, going out on 
a limb, have predicted his health 
soon will force him to retire. 
Only 
three solid facts have 
been established: (1) he suffers 
from hangovers; (2) he has a 
queasy stomach; and (3) he is 
plagued with horrendous dental 
problems. 
Brezhnev’s fondness for vodka 
has been known to the CIA for 


years. 
Indeed, the CIA has 
established indisputably that he 
sometimes shows up in the 
Kremilin the worse for the past 
night’s partying. 
To relieve his woes on these 
occasions, he likes to stop off at 
a health spa near a corner of the 
Kremlin, 
a spot the Soviet 
hierarchy calls the “clinic.” 
There, he may take a steam 
bath or get a rubdown from a 
favorite masseuse. 
The 
CIA 
triumphantly 
established that Brezhenv had a 
queasy stomach during his 1973 
flight to the United States. 
Sources aboard the Brezhnev 
plane reported that the Soviet 
leader made a desperate dash 
for the washroom with every 
downdraft. 
When he landed at Dulles 
Airport outside Washington, he 
made 
straight 
for 
the 
presidential retreat at Camp 
David where he remained en­ 
sconced for 18 hours before 
beginning official ceremonies. 
Although the CIA has reliable 
information about Brezhnev’s 
bad gums, the experts have been 
unable to fix the cause. “If he 
had had good American dental 
care all his life,” suggested one 
intelligence

WASHINGTON - There still

some classified CIA documents.

The area of skin supplied by 
the sensory nerve will begin to 
hurt, burn or itch. It may then 
turn red and about four days 
later small blisters will break 
out on the surface of the skin. 
Although the blisters may dis­ 
appear within 10 days, the pain 
and inflammation often last a 
month. And even worse, in 
about a third of patients over 40 
years of age residual pain per­ 
sists for months and even 
years. 
Occasionally one may catch 
chicken pox from a patient with 
shingles. You can’t catch the 
shingles from a person with the 
chicken pox, though, nor can 
you catch shingles from a per­ 
son with shingles. 
The treatment is pretty un­ 
satisfactory.

These include an­ 
tibiotics, vitamins, irradiation 
and gamma globulin. 
Cortisone products are help­ 
ful in shortening the duration of 
the pain but the skin doesn’t 
heal any faster. These agents 
may lead to spread of the virus.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — A recent speech by Mik hail 
Su slov , a major Kremlin theoretician and prominent member of 
the ru ling Politbu ro, is being analy zed word by word in the higher 
echelons of the Ford administration. 
For in that talk .giv en at a meeting of party ideologists, political 
scientists and Central Committee higher party trainees. Su slov 
ou tlined the Kremlin’s objectiv es in seek ing detente with the 
United States. 
Some of Su slov ’s points were obtu se Commu nist dialectic and 
will tak e week s or months to interpret. Others were cry stal 
clear: 
The atmosphere created by detente, said Su slov , will mak e it 
more difficu lt for the U.S. and the West to oppose the actions of 
Commu nist nations or commu nism, either politically or m ilitari­ 
ly , with propaganda or with “cou nter rev olu tionary forces,” at 
home or abroad. 
It will thu s be easier for the local Commu nist parties and 
associated organizations to organize work ers and other grou ps in 
the U.S. and other Western and non-aligned cou ntries throu gh the 
world for rev olu tionary pu rposes, and for them to bring 
pressu res on their gov ernments in line with international Com­ 
mu nist objectiv es. 
At the same time. Su slov said, detente will not lessen Com­ 
mu nist opportu nities; it will not ease those internal economic, 
social and political tensions in each cou ntry which are the basis 
for organizing a Commu nist stru ggle against “ the ex ploiters,” or 
will detente mean a relax ation in Commu nist rev olu tionary ef­ 
fort. 
Internationally , Su slov indicated that u nder detente it will 
become easier for the Sov iet Union to directly aid foreign class 
stru ggles and rev olu tions — as in the cooperation between 
Moscow and the Portu gu ese Commu nists. Or as in the ty pe of in­ 
ternational Commu nist cooperation which enabled Hanoi to 
defeat Sou th Vietnam. 
In this light, Su slov look ed with delight and anticipation at 
dev elopments and fu tu re possibilities in Italy , Japan, France and 
Greece. 
Becau se detente will mak e it more difficu lt psy chologically for 
Western cou ntries to prev ent or oppose international Commu nist 
cooperation, Su slov believ es it will increase the opportu nity to 
solidify into one more effectiv e worldwide organization, u nder 
Moscow, Commu nist and other grou ps stru ggling in ev ery 
Western cou ntry . 
As is clear from the abov e paragraphs, Su slov sees detente 
basically as req u iring capitalist and other Western nations not to 
interfere in the Sov iet Union and in other Commu nist lands, or 
with Commu nist parties elsewhere, while asserting that detente 
shou ld not similarly restrict the Sov iet Union. 
In fact, Su slov say s “The Commu nist Party of the Sov iet Union 
sees its du ty in promoting the cohesion of all the rev olu tionary 
and democratic forces of the age and achiev ing the strengthening 
of their solidarity in the common stru ggle Ou r party and ou r 
cou ntry su pport all mov ements which oppose imperialist reac­ 
tion and oppression and which adv ocate national and social 
liberation.” 
According to Su slov , the “ realization of this growing 
rev olu tionary potential” worldwide “ largely depends on the 
power and cohesion of the Commu nist mov ement, on its ability to 
combine correctly the international and national task s of the 
work ing class and all work ing people, and on its ability to raise 
the broadest masses to the stru ggle.” 
Bu t that does not mean, Su slov argu es, that detente helps the 
Commu nist world alone. For this new freedom for commu nism 
to operate and these restrictions on the non-Commu nists, he said, 
will be of great benefit to all the peoples of the world.

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Drought reduces 
projected harvest 


JEFFERSON

(AP) — The projected corn 
harvest in Missouri has been 
reduced again as the effects of 
weeks of drought continue to 
tell on the state’s agriculture. 
The latest harvest estimates 
of the U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture, 
released 
Thursday, 
dropped the total corn produc­ 
tion for Missouri to 170 million 
bushels. Soybean predictions 
were also reduced by nearly 
nine million bushels from die 
estimates of a month ago. 
And State Agriculture Chief 
James Boillot has estimated 
that the impact of the summer 
drought, the second in as many 
years, has cost Missouri corn 
and soybean farmers nearly 
$250 million. 
4<When you’ve farmed as long 
as I have you don’t expect a 
perfect season every year,” 
Boillot said. “But you certainly 
don’t 
expect 
two 
severe 
droughts in a row.” 
More than half of the state’s 
114 counties have already made 
applications for federal disaster 
assistance. Last year, Missouri 
farmers received $76.8 million 
in disaster aid because of in­ 
clement weateher. 
The first corn harvest pre­ 
diction was for a bumper crop 
of 234 million bushels, which of­ 
ficials hoped would help farm­ 
ers recover from 1974. 
But that was reduced to 196 
million last month as the im­ 
pact of the drought began to 
take its toll. The most current 
forecast, however, would still 
be higher than last year’s 
drought-stricken crop of 149 
million bushels, the worst in a 
decade. 
Based on market prices this 
week, the reduction in the esti­ 
mates has cost about $181.8 
million, Boillot said. 
The expected harvest of soy­ 
beans, now being co nted on by 
many farmers to carry them 
through another lean year, was 
reduced from 115.7 million 
bushels to 106.8 million. While 
still greater than the reduced 
crop of 95.7 million bushels of 
last year, it is well below the 
record harvest of 126.9 million 
bushels in 1973. 
That decline, due primarily 
to the drought also, cost about 
$55 million, based on this 
week’s market prices, Boillot 
said. 
‘‘This is certainly indicative 


of what the crop loss has been 
from the early estimate io the 
estimate today,” he said, al3 
though he acknowledged the 
figures do not take into consid­ 
eration the impact on prices if 
there were the greater amounts 
of corn and soybeans available 
for sale. 
While a second poor harvest 
will have a significant impact 
on farmers in Missouri, Boillot 
said he did not believe the bad 
harvest would greatly affect 
the consumer. 
“Consumer prices won’t be 
affected because there appears 
to be a good crop in the rest of 
the nation,” he said. 
Harvest 
estimates 
nation­ 
wide, while again reduced from 
the month before, still called 
for a record com crop of nearly 
5.7 billion bushels and a soy­ 
bean crop of 1.44 billion bush­ 
els. 
Agriculture officials now be­ 
lieve that with normal weather 
into the fall, the actual Mis­ 
souri harvest should be close to 
the federal goverhment’s latest 
estimates. 
“But once again, you don’t 
have it in the bin,” noted Wil­ 
liam Murphy, field crops spe­ 
cialist for the University of 
Missouri Extension Division. 
“Now it depends on getting it 
out. If weather conditions are 
bad so farmers can’t get in on 
time to get the crops out, it 
coud deteriorate somewhat fur­ 
ther.” 
Also facing the soybean crop 
is the possibility of an early 
frost, which hurt yields a year 
ago. But Murphy along with 
other agriculture officials said 
that with a normal or just 
slightly later frost, soybeans 
should reach the current har­ 
vest estimate. 
Too much rain in the Mis­ 
souri Bootheel forced a reduc­ 
tion in the harvest estimates 
for Missouri cotton. The new 
predictions dropped the antici­ 
pated production to 220,000 
bales or 459 pounds an acre. 
That is down from last month’s 
estimate of 235,000 bales or 490 
pounds an acre.

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Uniformed union 
worries Pentagon

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — Everyone sniggered some years 
ago when a cheeky radical named Andy Stapp tried to bring 
collective bargaining to the U.S. armed forces in the form of a 
feeble effort called the American Serviceman’s Union. But the 
idea is no longer so preposterous. 
The respected American Federation of Government Employes 
is “positively and energetically” exploring the feasibility of un­ 
ionizing the military, spokesmen insisting that an Army rank of 
“shop steward” is more than a remote possibility. 
Not surprisingly, the Pentagon is unhappy with the prospect. 
Seldom people to reveal their emotions, especially not their 
fears, Defense Department soldiers are nonetheless openly 
worried about the AFGE probe. “Pure insanity,” says the 
chorus. Already the services have begun a campaign to discredit 
the idea that, as a marine puts it, “national defense can be left up 
to organized grievance committees.” 
Thus far the campaign has consisted mostly of comparison 
finger pointing. “Look at the Dutch,” the officials suggest. That 
nation’s military force has in recent years been semi-unionized 
and, many feel, at the great peril of its people and its allies. 
Knowing Pentagon veterans believe even a little unionization has 
poisoned Holland’s forces fatally; “I was in the Netherlands last 
month,” says a colonel charged with NATO responsibilities, “and 
my impression was their Army is now made up mostly of ding- 
dong buffoons.” 
Dutch officers stationed in Washington do not agree with the 
harsh assessment, but they are concerned to the extreme about 
the effects of unionization on their forces. Admiral H. Van 
Mastrigt, a 30-year veteran, now his nation’s military attache in 
America, says bluntly that while he still has faith in the ability of 
Holland’s troops, “I admit I am damned scared about unioniza­ 
tion. It has gone too far. I think it is definitely hurting our 
defenses.” 
Van Mastrigt, an impeccable officer, quick of step and hand­ 
somely tailored, makes it clear that he does not personally object 
to the concept of organized representation in the Netherlands 
forces. Unlike the more affluent U.S. system, where governmenti 
has usually provided a full range of soldiering benefits, Van 
Mastrigt says Holland servicemen have traditionally relied on 
associations to lobby for their fringe rewards. The associations 
have since early in this century held regular meetings with the 
ministers of defense, “often winning concessions which we 
otherwise wouldn’t enjoy.” 
In recent years, however, a new association, the Association of 
Draftees (VDM), has tilted the military lobby effort increasingly 
towards militancy. The only association connected to a trade un­ 
ion, VDM has enlisted one of four Dutch servicemen (fully 40 per 
cent of the Army) in a democratization plunge that, in Admiral 
Van Mastrigt’s words, has “made us look rather silly in some 
eyes.” 
Some Dutch eyes in particular: the Defense Ministry receives 
regular deliveries of mail from taxpayers wondering about the 
wisdom of spending huge amounts of national treasure on 
soldiers whose only quality is, as one citizen has written, “they 
might cause an enemy to die laughing.” 
Van Mastrigt admits that VDM has won comfortable con­ 
cessions for Dutch soldiers. Pay has increased for some by a fac­ 
tor of ten in the last seven years; saluting is no longer required; 
pesky brass has been removed from all uniforms; hair can now 
grow to the ankles; barracks privacy has improved; recreation 
facilities are now mandated. Van Mastrigt says the Netherlands 
servicemen are even allowed to participate, in uniform, in 
protest demonstrations against their uniforms. 
Yet at what price? Though Dutch military people say their 
soldiers still do their jobs (8 to 5), and have done well in most 
NATO maneuvers, they point out that over-all credibility has suf­ 
fered. “A defense force is only as good as its credibility, if an 
enemy does not take us as a serious force, then we are not a 
serious force.” 
That is the real danger of unionization, says Van Mastrigt: “I 
hate the long hair and all that goes with it, but I can live with 
that. What concerns me is whether a lack of discipline in one area 
leads to a letdown in others.”

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Drought reduces 
projected harvest

(AP) — The projected corn 
harvest in Missouri has been 
reduced again as the effects of 
weeks of drought continue to 
tell on the state’s agriculture. 
The latest harvest estimates 
of the U.S. Department of Agri­ 
culture, 
released 
Thursday, 
dropped the total corn produc­ 
tion for Missouri to 170 million 
bushels. 
Soybean predictions 
were also reduced by nearly 
nine million bushels from the 
estimates of a month ago. 
And State Agriculture Chief 
James Boillot has estimated 
that the impact of the summer 
drought, the second in as many 
years, has cost Missouri com 
and soybean farmers nearly 
$250 million. 
“When you’ve farmed as long 
as I have you don’t expect a 
perfect season every year,” 
Boillot said. “But you certainly 
don’t 
expect 
two 
severe 
droughts in a row.” 
More than half of the state’s 
114 counties have already made 
applications for federal disaster 
assistance. Last year, Missouri 
farmers received $76.8 million 
in disaster aid because of in­ 
clement weateher. 
The first com harvest pre­ 
diction was for a bumper crop 
of 234 million bushels, which of­ 
ficials hoped would help farm­ 
ers recover from 1974. 
But that was reduced to 198 
million last month as the im­ 
pact of the drought began to 
take its toll. The most current 
forecast, however, would still 
be higher than last year’s 
drought-stricken crop of 149 
million bushels, the worst in a 
decade. 
Based on market prices this 
week, the reduction in the esti­ 
mates has cost about $181.8 
million, Boillot said. 
The expected harvest of soy­ 
beans, now being co nted on by 
many farmers to carry them 
through another lean year, was 
reduced 
from 
115.7 
million 
bushels to 106.8 million. While 
still greater than the reduced 
crop of 95.7 million bushels of 
last year, it is well below the 
record harvest of 126.9 million 
bushels in 1973. 
That decline, due primarily 
to the drought also, cost about 
$55 
million, 
based on 
this 
week’s market prices, Boillot 
said. 
“This is certainly indicative 


of what the crop loss has been 
from the early estimate to the 
estimate today,” he said, al3 
though he acknowledged the 
figures do not take into consid­ 
eration the impact on prices if 
there were the greater amounts 
of corn and soybeans available 
for sale. 
While a second poor harvest 
will have a significant impact 
on farmers in Missouri, Boillot 
said he did not believe the bad 
harvest would greatly affect 
the consumer. 
“Consumer prices won’t be 
affected because there appears 
to be a good crop in the rest of 
the nation,” he said. 
Harvest 
estimates 
nation­ 
wide, while again reduced from 
the month before, still called 
for a record corn crop of nearly 
5.7 billion bushels and a soy­ 
bean crop of 1.44 billion bush­ 
els. 
Agriculture officials now be­ 
lieve that with normal weather 
into the fall, the actual Mis­ 
souri harvest should be close to 
the federal goverhment’s latest 
estimates. 
“But once again, you don’t 
have it in the bin,” noted Wil­ 
liam Murphy, field crops spe­ 
cialist for the University of 
Missouri Extension Division. 
“Now it depends on getting it 
out. If weather conditions are 
bad so farmers can’t get in on 
time to get the crops out, it 
coud deteriorate somewhat fur­ 
ther.” 
Also facing the soybean crop 
is the possibility of an early 
frost, which hurt yields a year 
ago. But Murphy along with 
other agriculture officials said 
that with a normal or just 
slightly later frost, soybeans 
should reach the current har­ 
vest estimate. 
Too much rain in the Mis­ 
souri Bootheel forced a reduc­ 
tion in the harvest estimates 
for Missouri cotton. The new 
predictions dropped the antici­ 
pated 
production 
to 220,000 
bales or 459 pounds an acre. 
That is down from last month’s 
estimate of 235,000 bales or 490 
pounds an acre.
